A man who killed lo people 
in two rural Alabama counties before 
committing suicide had been keeping a list 
of those “who done him wrong,” a district 
attorney said Wednesday 

Investigators trying to figure out why 
Michael McLendon, 28, killed relatives and 
others Tuesday afternoon found the list in his 
home, said Coffee County District Attorney 
Gary McAliley The list was made up of former 
employers, including a sausage plant where he 
suddenly quit his job last Wednesday 
The killings were the worst mass killings 
by a single gunman in Alabama state history, 
and devastated rural communities in two 
counties near the Florida border. While the 
list was one of several perplexing clues that 
emerged Wednesday about McLendon’s life. 


CHILLING RAMPAGE 

First, gunman Michael McLendon set his 
mother’s house on fire and killed her, then 
drove 12 miles and opened fire on his 
uncle’s front porch, killing five more people 
and his grandmother, who lived next door, 
authorities said. Then, he drove through 
town and fired seemingly at random, 
killing three more people. With police in 
pursuit, he ended up at the metals plant 
where he once worked, and shot himself 
after engaging in a shootout with law 
enforcement officers.

And the people who might be able to 
explain— his mother, his grandmother, his 
uncle and two cousins— were among the 
victims.

The rampage started around 3:30 p.m. 
Tuesday, and took only about an hour from 
start to finish. In that time, McLendon 
sprayed more than 200 rounds, authorities 
said. 

McLendon was briefly employed by the 
police department in Samson in 2003 and 
spent about a week and a half at the police 
academy, dropping out before he received 
firearms training, said Col. Chris Murphy, 


director of the Alabama Department of Public 
Safety More recently, he worked nearly two 
years at food manufacturer and distributor 
Kelley Foods in Elba, about 25 miles north of 
where he shot most of his victims. 

Jerry Hysmith, a co-worker at Reliable 
Metal Products, where McLendon worked 
until 2003, called McLendon shy, quiet and 
laid-back. “Something had to snap,” said 
Hysmith, 35.

The local Indie Industry Is thriving— but filmmakers say It’s a hard road to success

The biggest up-and-comer in the indie film 
circuit? Chicago. Our city recently was 
named No. i in the nation for indie filmmak- 
ing by MovieMaker Magazine, which based 
its rankings on the number of film schools, 
cost of living, production talent pool available 
and financial incentives to film, among other 
factors. 

More than 20 indie films were shot in 
Chicago in 2008, up from 17 in each of the 
prior two years, said Rich Moskal, director of 
the Chicago Film Office. One of these films, 
“The Merry Gentleman” directed by Michael 
Keaton, hits theaters in May 

Though Chicago’s indie film biz and the 
overall indie industry is gaining fame— 
thanks in part to success stories “Slumdog 
Millionaire” and “Juno”— local filmmakers, 
actors and directors who talked to RedEye 
said it’s still tough to secure financing to make 
these movies and show them to the masses. 

“It is very difficult for independents to raise 
money for films in Chicago. ... You have to do 
a lot of schmoozing, a lot of networking,” said 
Jerry Vasilatos, a Ravenswood filmmaker who 
directed “The Dark Knight Project,” a short 
film that bridges the gap between “Batman 
Begins” and “The Dark Knight.” “I do a lot 
of my own PR and marketing.” 

Vasilatos is not alone. Chicago indie film- 
makers say it takes persistence, patience and 
pocket money to put out these films, which 
most people don’t even get to see. RedEye 
got takes from various Chicago filmworkers 
on the state of the art film. 

The director’s cut 

Exposure is what West Town filmmaker Joe 
Swanberg is best at, yet he’s having difficulty 
getting exposure for his indies, he said. 

“It’s gotten a lot harder to get attention 
because a lot more people are making films,” 
said Swanberg, whose flicks are known for 
their graphic sex scenes. “It’s becoming more 
and more of a challenge to get the kind of 
exposure I was able to get a few years ago.” 

Many indie filmmakers find trouble pay- 
ing for their films, but Swanberg has been 
much luckier on the money front. His first 
film, “Kissing on the Mouth,” premiered at 
the South By Southwest Eilm Eestival in 2005 
after a filmmaker with connections to the fes- 
tival saw a short segment of the film online.

Since then, Swanberg said he hasn’t had 
trouble self-financing his films, which typi- 
cally cost between $20,000 and $40,000 and 
often star Swanberg, 27, and his wife, film- 
maker Kris Williams. Many of the scenes are 
shot in apartments, lately in New York, but 
Swanberg said he plans to return to Chicago 
this summer to film his next project. 

While Swanberg found success through 
film festivals, Darryl Roberts of Ukrainian 
Village used his networking skills to get his 
2007 plastic surgery documentary ‘America 
the Beautiful” showcased on one screen at the 
Landmark Century Cinema in Lakeview 
Roberts said he managed to parlay the 
success of the Landmark showings into an 
80 -day nationwide campaign to show his 
documentary, mostly to college students and 
groups interested in plastic surgery Roberts, 
47, said he has nearly recouped the $800,000 
in production and film costs, which are split 
between Roberts and investors. 


“That’s the new wave: grassroots,” said 
Roberts, who directed the 1993 indie hit, 
“How U Like Me Now.” “If you can figure 
out how to market your film, this is a great 
age to do independent films and get exposure 
through self-distribution or alternate distri- 
bution.” 

The big picture 

The challenge for Logan Square cinematogra- 
pher Michelle Kaffko is not getting attention 
for the film she’s working on, it’s getting the 
film made. 

“A lot of independent films in Chicago 
don’t get finished,” said Kaffko, whose job on 
films is to handle the camera, set up the shots 
and work with lighting. “A lot of people get 
burned out and unfortunately they don’t see 
the satisfaction. When you don’t get other 
people to see it, it’s really disappointing.” 

Kaffko said she worked for one director 
who moved to Colorado about five years ago 
before finishing the film “Escape.” The direc- 
tor didn’t tell Kaffko and others he was mov- 
ing. The film, seemingly finished, popped up 
on the Internet more than a year later. 

Kaffko, who said she enjoys shooting the “L,” 
said a lot of filmmaking is “plugging away” 

Lilmmakers and documentarians look 
for grants to help pay for their projects, but 
often, the grants require very specific terms 
and matching funds, said Kaffko, who is 
working on a film about dinner habits that 
includes an interview with famed Alinea chef 
Grant Achat z. 

‘A lot of independent films are funded by 
people’s grandparents and aunts,” said Kaffko, 
28. “If you’re making it to be the next Juno,’ 
chances are you’re not going to get there.” 

Inside the actor’s ‘studio’ 

Many Chicago-based indies tend to employ 
the director’s friends and family members as 
actors, but some filmmakers cast a wider net 
for their stars by promising a film credit and 
a salary of about eight movie tickets. 

Lormer Chicagoan Ambre Lake already has 
the fame from her turn as the winner of Bret 
Michaels’ heart on “Rock of Love 2,” but she’s 
still intent on acting in indies. 

Lake appeared in 2008’s “Project Slasher,” 
a horror version of the “Choose Tour Own 
Adventure” books, and in the 2007 Chicago- 
based film “Eden Court,” about a one-hit 
baseball wonder. 



“Indie-filmmaking, I do it because I love 
it,” said Lake, who said she is starting to co- 
host a few TV shows in L. A. and appeared 
this month in Michaels’ E! “True Hollywood 
Story” “But I think working actors have to 
do commercials and voiceovers to sustain an 
income.” 

Talk about nickel-and-diming. Lor her part 
as a restaurant patron in the Chicago-based 
indie “The Merry Gentleman” (Keaton’s 
film), Maritza Cabrera of Wicker Park made 
$65 for a day’s worth of work. 

Compare that with the $85 she made 
as Angelina Jolie’s stand-in in the car 
scenes in the 2008 blockbuster “Wanted.” 
Cabrera, 28, said she finds out about the 
gigs through Chicago casting companies 
Ambassador Talent, Extraordinary Casting 
and Atmosphere Casting. 

“I definitely think I can make a career out 
of being an actor in Chicago. It just takes 
time and perseverance, with any career,” said 
Cabrera, who said she works for a health 
insurance company “Should you drop your 
day job to be a professional extra? Definitely 
not. There’s not enough work and pay”

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CTA: Decision imminent 


Fare hikes, service cuts 
among options as it tries 
to close budget gap

CTA service cuts and more fare increas- 
es must be among the possible options 
to erase a projected $155 million budget 
deficit this year, transit officials warned 
Wednesday, adding that a decision will be 
made next month, 

“We are going to take some type of 
action at the April board meeting,” CTA 
chairman Carole Brown said. 

Urgent steps to cut costs are required, 
partly because of the uncertainty over the 
accuracy of sales tax projections provided 
by the Regional Transportation Authority, 
Brown said. 

The CTAs preference would be to 
spare commuters from paying higher 
fares for less service and close the budget 
gap instead through RTA loans and other 
funds. Brown said, 

“But having not gotten definitive 


answers from the 
RTA {related to 
CTA requests for 
financial help], 
we have to outline 
options that are 
within our con- 
trol,” Brown said, 
‘And as IVe said 
many times, the 
only two things in our control are the fares 
and the service that we provide,” 

The RTA is responsible for inform- 
ing the CTA how much it can expect to 
receive in sales tax revenue and other oper- 
ating funding sources. 

The RTA told the CTA in mid-February 
that 2008 sales tax receipts would be 
$58 million lower than originally projected. 
Not only was the notification too late for 
the CTA to adjust its 2008 budget, but the 
CTA estimated the shortfall to be much 
higher, at $87 million. The actual number 
will be known by the end of March when 
final sales tax figures are tabulated. 

For the two years, the CTA is fac- 


ing a public funding shortfall of at least 
$242 million, officials said. 

The RTA board is scheduled to meet 
April 2, at which time a funding rescue 
plan could be offered to the CTA, The 
CTA board is set to meet April 7, 

During a staff presentation to the CTA 
board on Wednesday about $80 million 
worth of possible cost reductions were 
oudined. 

The ii-point strategy focused mostly on 
internal savings such as cutting manage- 
ment and staff positions that would not 
affect bus or rail service or raise fares. 

But even if all those cuts were made, 
the transit agency still would be left with 
at least a $75 million budget gap, officials 
said. 

If RTA loans and other funds failed to 
materialize, the CTA would be forced to 
reduce labor costs and seriously consider 
service cuts and fare increases to fill the 
remaining budget hole, officials said. 

No specific service cuts or proposed fare 
structures were proposed Wednesday The 
CTA raised fares in January

Art Institute fee increased to $18 


The Chicago Park District Board on 
Wednesday unanimously approved 
a 50 percent increase to the Art 
Institute admission fee. 

The 6-0 vote means the fee will 
rise to $18 from $12 on May 23, 

“We recognize how difficult the 
economic situation is now for every- 
body,” Meredith Mack, the muse- 
um’s deputy director and chief oper- 
ating officer, said Wednesday as she 
explained the proposed fee increase 
to the Committee on Programs and 
Recreation, 

“There is no good time to intro- 
duce an admission increase,” she 
said, explaining the raised fee “is 
essential to allow us to uphold our 
mission and serve the community” 

The new admission policy will 
raise fees even more steeply for stu- 
dents and seniors, from $5 to $12, 
In June 2006, the Art Institute was 
the last major museum in the city 
to impose a mandatory admission 
charge. Until then, it had only a vol- 
untary “suggested” admission fee.

Plane makes emergency landing 


□ NEW YORK An American Airlines 
plane made an emergency landing 
Wednesday after an engine failed minutes 
after takeoff, dropping metal debris onto 
a home. 

No injuries were reported, either on the 
aircraft or the ground. 

The crew reported a loud noise just 
after takeoff, which Federal Aviation 
Administration spokesman Jim Peters said 
indicated the engine on the right wing of 


the McDonnell Douglas 8o had failed. 

American Flight 309 had left LaGuardia 
at 8:15 a.m., heading for Chicago. After the 
pilot reported engine problems, the plane 
was quickly diverted to Kennedy The air- 
ports are about 12 miles apart. 

The plane, with 88 passengers and a 
crew of five, landed at JFK at 8:36 a.m.— 
21 minutes after takeoff The pilot taxied 
to a gate and the aircraft was inspected. 
Pieces of metal were found embedded in 


the fuselage of the aircraft, Peters said. 

The plane had flown over the borough 
of Queens, where people in the College 
Point neighborhood reported hearing a 
loud noise. Investigators later found about 
four dozen pieces of metal that had crashed 
onto a rooftop. There was no immediate 
indication that the engine failed because 
of a bird strike, which caused a US Airways 
plane to make an emergency landing in the 
Hudson River in January

River North’s temple 
of new Asian won’t have any 
trouble finding a following

Sunda what? 

Sunda takes its name from the Sunda Shelf, 
an ancient Southeast Asian landmass that 
once connected the entire continent- 
making it the perfect metaphor for the 
interconnectedness of cultures and flavors 
in new Asian cuisine.

The first thing you notice when you walk 
into Sunda is that it’s not Rockit Bar & Grill, 
nor is it the Underground. If 
you’re at all familiar with the 
team behind this gorgeous new 
den of new Asian cuisine, Rockit 
Ranch Productions (Billy Dec, 

Arturo Gomez and Brad Tbung), 
you’ll inevitably try to compare 
it to the group’s other River 
North hot spots. But Sunda has 
only one immediately discern- 
ible thing in common with those other 
spots — and that’s an almost uncanny knack 
for drawing a crowd. 

Though the food (new Asian) and the focus 
(restaurant vs. bar or club) are new directions 
for the Rockit Ranch guys, they’ve enlisted 
some top guns to carry out their vision. Their 
biggest get is executive chef Rodelio Aglibot, 
a leader in new Asian cuisine who made his 
name at L.A.’s Koi and honed his chops cook- 
ing in kitchens across Asia. 

If there’s one thing Rockit Ranch doesn’t 
need help with, it’s buzz. Rockit Bar & Grill 
and the Underground had lines forming 
from the moment they opened. These guys 
know how to create a scene— and judging 
from the packed house on opening week- 
end, they’ve done it again at Sunda. 

It’s not a proper scene, of course, without 
pretty people sipping cocktails. And while 
pretty people practically are a given in the 
first weeks of any chichi new River North 
spot, well-executed cocktails aren’t— and 
that sets Sunda apart right away 


Mixologist Sherrie Geslak’s cocktails 
are different, fun and a little bit sexy The 
Feared Sake ($12) draws you in with an 

effervescent mix of pear vodka, 
sparkling sake, pineapple juice 
and ginger syrup, then seals the 
deal with a cinnamon-sugar 
rim; the Toasted Ginger Snap 
($13), a gingery, minty, gin-based 
cocktail with a honey and 
crushed-almond rim, is more 
decadent than the desserts here. 
No wonder the bar and front 
lounge, which channels either a riverside 
Vietnamese cafe or a Chinese opium den 
depending on your state of mind, were 
standing room-only on opening weekend. 

The dining room, an open space that max- 
imizes both posing and people watching, is 
designed to facilitate sharing. Smaller tables 
are mixed in with communal tables, and a 
sleek black sushi bar runs the length of the 
room. Separating the sushi from the rest of 
the scene is a long row of wooden communal 
tables with a more casual feel— this is where 
you’ll be shown if you arrive without a reser- 
vation, if there’s room for you at all. 

Sunda’s lengthy ambitious menu, which 
skips from China to Malaysia as easily as it 
does from $4 miso soup to $46 Wagyu sir- 
loin, is set up for sharing too. The menu is so 
expansive, however, that some folks won’t 
make it past the smaller plates. That’s not 
entirely a bad thing, since some of the high- 
lights are lighter dim sum-style items, such as 
oxtail potstickers ($9) and crispy lumpia ($8), 
cigar-width Filipino-style egg rolls stuffed 


with pork, shrimp and smoked bacon. 

Larger dishes bounce all over the con- 
tinent, from Thai fried chicken ($18) to 
Filipino-inspired crispy pata ($22, confit 
pork shank with garlic-foie gras gravy). Fun 
presentations and playful names (the shank 
arrives standing on end, while a Chinese- 
inspired dish of sizzling beef and pea shoots 
is dubbed “Shaking” Beef) are entertaining, 
but the kitchen is at its best when it tones 
things down and focuses on subtle flavors, 
as in the handful of grilled dishes inspired by 
Indonesian and Malaysian fare. Sliced New 
Tbrk strip ($28) gets a sweet and salty sesa- 
me marinade, a sauce that would also seem 
at home on Korean short ribs, and sliced 
lamb sirloin ($18) is propped with a standout 
coriander- and ginger-scented rub. 

Sushi seems almost an afterthought on the 
sprawling menu, but loaded American-style 
maki ($10 -$15) like the Firecracker (spicy 
tuna, albacore, cream cheese, jalapeno and 
water chestnuts) and the Golden Child (esco- 
lar, mango and avocado in tempura crumbs 
with mango creme) are sure to emerge as 
crowd-pleasers. Just be warned: Though the 
rest of the menu is reasonably affordable if 
you’re sharing, sushi prices ($8 for an avocado 
roll?) are hardly recession-friendly 

Of course, if you’re looking for cheap 
Asian standards, you’re not going to Sunda. 
Rockit Ranch has created a spot where 
the food fits the scene— fun, playful and 
pretty— and so far, working the scene has 
worked out pretty well for them.

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Pop sensibilities 

Heaven Seventies blend genres in search of perfect pop hits 


By Kent Green 

FOR REDEYE 

The Heaven Seventies don’t 
want to be at the top of the 
charts. They want to be the 
charts. 

At nine members, the 
Chicago group’s size is topped 
only by its ambition: To make 
every song a pop hit. Or, as pro- 
ducer Gabriel McElwain put it, 
to create “audio crack.” 

“We’re shooting for the radio 
hits, the stuff that really excited us about 
music to begin with,” he said. 

The songs flawlessly leap from rock to 
hip-hop to Eurobeat dance, complete with 
production that would make Timbaland 


jealous. Lead vocalist Loren 
Jan Wilson said the Hyos func- 
tion more like a songwriting 
and production team than a 
traditional band, which helps 
combine the players’ diverse 
musical backgrounds. 

Most of the members played 
in previous bands, and got the 
idea for the pop approach after 
growing tired of the traditional 
model of playing shows, print- 
ing fliers and cutting a demo. 
Instead, they’ve been issuing singles online 
since March 2007, with the first full-length, 
“Cloud 9,” slated for ajune release. 

“The idea is to be bigger than that script, 
to start out with the notion that we are 


already successful, you just have to find out 
about it,” guitarist Nilay Patel said. 

Bravado? Tes. But the band works to 
back it up. 

They break down the best parts of their 
favorite songs. They head to bar dance 
nights and figure out the moments that 
capture the crowds. They debate over every 
chord, every drum kick, to ensure that 
each song will lodge itself in listeners’ 
brains. 

That commitment to the craft is what 
keeps the band’s work from sinking into 
repetitive pop drudgery 

“When nobody’s heart is in it, it’s over,” 
Wilson said. “If you’re not striking a chord 
within yourself, the song is dead.” kent green

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Retailers are trying hard to entice customers into their 
stores, over to their products and eventually to the check- 
out line. But when is a sale a deal? Understanding how 
stores employ often subliminal techniques to draw your 
attention is one way to sift through the barrage of sales. 
Watch for these tricks the next time you step into your 
favorite store. 

Buying atmosphere 

The smell of freshly cut grass at the home and garden store 
is no accident. Some retailers spray the scent into the air, 
since it subconsciously provokes shoppers to spend more 
time in the store. 

“Shopping is a sensory experience that includes the 
right lighting, smells and engaging displays,” says Michael 
Mikyska, vice president of business development for 
Display Boys, a retail consultant firm. 

Mikyska’s team, which has worked on Starbucks cof- 
fee displays for the past two years, will change the lighting 
over the coffee aisle in the grocery store to make custom- 
ers feel like they are in a Starbucks coffeehouse. 

Myths 

Marketers promote confusion in a few categories, says 
Matt Wallaert, a behavioral psychologist for Thrive, a free 
online personal finance Web site. The myth that women 
don’t understand electronics is a great tool for TV retail- 
ers, who lead customers to assume the most expensive 
brand also is the best. 

Marcie Rothman, who wrote “The $5 Cook: How to 
Save Cash and Cook Fast,” offers another example: The 
idea that fresh food is more expensive isn’t always true. 
Bagged salad can be a time saver, but it costs about three 
times more than a fresh head of lettuce. Salad kits that 
include croutons and dressing are even more expensive. 

Shelf placement 

Look high and low on grocery store shelves for cheaper 
prices. It varies by retailer, but sometimes large manu- 
facturers like Kraft get the best eye-level spots on the 
shelves. Smaller manufacturers, who may not be able to 
afford a spot at eye-level, may offer better prices. 

Store setup 

Heading to the store for a gallon of milk? Tbu’ll have to 
walk through the entire store to get it. Milk, and a few 
other staple products, are always placed at the farthest

CONSUMER TIPS 

The presence of marketing techniques doesn’t mean there 
aren’t deals to be had. Here are a few tricks for consumers. 

» Set your own anchor. Look at the merchandise and decide 
how much you’re willing to spend before looking at the tag. 
» Bring cash. This method works especially well 
for big-ticket items, like TVs or other electronics. 

» Set up obstacles. Instead of heading straight to the 
checkout line, step outside for a minute. Wallaert suggests 
leaving your wallet in the car so that you can’t purchase 
anything before taking a minute to think about it. 

» Call on your expert friends. You may not know anything 
about electronics, but you’re sure to know someone who does. 

The same is true for big- 
ticket items like TVs at an electronics store. Retailers use 
these items as “loss leaders,” products that get the cus- 
tomer into the store where he’ll be enticed to purchase 
more than he intended. 

Moving anchors 

Retailers, especially clothing retailers, mark their mer- 
chandise with anchor prices, often tagged as “original” 
or “suggested.” In order to offer higher percentage sales, 
retailers will increase those anchor prices a week or two 
before the anticipated sale date.
